The South San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce held a short meeting 
Tuesday evening, adjourning early 
out of respect to the memory of Mrs. 
F. Cairns, wife of Secretary Cairns, 
who died Sunday in San Francisco. 
Vice-President Andrew Hynding pre¬ 
sided at the meeting, while Ambrose 
McSweeney acted as secretary. 

Only one matter was taken up, that 
of a proposed road running west from 
San Bruno road at the bend by the 
Union Oil Company's tanks and con¬ 
necting with the state highway near 
Tanforan race track. This is a road 
that has been under discussion for a 
year or more and now seems in a fair 
way to become a reality. \ 

Robert Klassen, representing the 
city engineer and county surveyor, 
produced estimates on the cost of 
opening and paving the desired road. 
He stated it would be some 3000 feet 
In length, and that if thirty feet in 
width the cost would amount to about 
$35,000. Discussion followed as to 
ways of reducing this cost. 

Lloyd W. Thayer, general manager 
of the South San Francisco Land and 
Improvement Company, owners of the 
land, stated that his company stood 
ready to give the right of way for the, 
road. An official of the Pacific Coast 
Jockey Club, owners of Tanforan race 
course, was present, and stated that 
his organization would co-operate In 
any way possible in the opening and 
improving of the road. It was also 
pointed out that as the proposed road 
connected two highways, the county

Furthermore, our boys and girls made 
as many points as Jefferson, San 
Mateo and Redwood City combined, 
which schools came In Becond, third 
and fourth places, respectively. 

Big men get big Jobs, and this time 
Mr. Adams got one of the most 
gigantic undertakings ever staged in 
the county. It was he who notified 
and sent blanks to all the schools for 
their registrations, who broke the 
rough ground to construct suitable 
running courses and jumping pits, 
who secured the special train, who 
conducted the practice and elimina¬ 
tion contests of our own girls for the 
two weeks before; who personally 
lined up the contestants on the tape 
for each event and shot the starting 
gun, and who handled a score of 
other things In connection with the 
affair, working from sixteen to twenty 
hours every day, including Sundays 
and Memorial Day. 

Prizes were given all children win¬ 
ning first and second honors In any 
event. South San Francisco was 
awarded the cup. John Lopez was 
the high-point boy of the contest, 
making 33 In all.

also because they feared his Russian 
policy would lead to war. So Curzon, 
prevented from realizing his greatest 
ambition, was compelled to step aside 
and Baldwin was offered and accepted 
the position. 

This, It would appear, was fortunate 
for Great Britain and gratifying to the 
world at large, for Baldwin gives 
promise of being a more accomplished 
and skillful statesman than the arro¬ 
gant Lord Curzon. He Is fairly ac¬ 
ceptable to the Labor party In Eng¬ 
land, and certainly his appointment Is 
pleasing to France, which blames Cur¬ 
zon for much of the trouble she has 
had In the Ruhr occupation and for the 
threatened break with Belgium over 
the methods to be pursued there. In 
Washington Mr. Baldwin created a de¬ 
cidedly favorable Impression by the 
way In which he conducted the nego¬ 
tiations for the funding of the British 
war debt to America. He Is pre¬ 
eminently a business man with a 
knowledge of finances that w»s dis¬ 
played best by the budget which, as 
chancellor of the exchequer, he sub¬ 
mitted to parliament not long ago. At 
this writing Baldwlu has not completed 
his cabinet, but It Is said there will be 
few changes. Curzon will remain as 
secretary for foreign affairs. Lord 
Robert Cecil, protagonist for the 
League of Nations, will probably be 
given a portfolio ns chancellor of the 
duchy of Lancaster.

Doctor Maclen- 
nun of Philadelphia brought In a mi¬ 
nority report making provision for'the 
New York Presbytery, which is con¬ 
ducting an Investigation Into the Fos¬ 
dlck case, to report Its action In full 
transcript to the one hundred and 
thlrty-Blxth general assembly next year. 
The report also reaffirmed the utter¬ 
ance of the general assembly of 1910 to 
pronouncements made upon the virgin 
birth of Christ and other points of the 
doctrine of the denomination. This 
minority report was finally adopted by 
a vote of 489 to 359. 

The assembly adopted a plan for the 
reorganization of the thirteen boards 
and agencies Into four boards, and In¬ 
dorsed the report of the committee of 
nine laymen to help In securing an 
adequate endowment for the care of 
retired ministers and widows and or¬ 
phans.

A T THIS distance It looks as If 
Greece were getting herself In bad. 
Absolutely refusing to pay Turkey 
reparations, either In cash or In ter¬ 
ritorial concessions along the Marltza, 
and threatening to quit the Lausanne 
conference and resume hostilities un¬ 
less the Turkish demands are with¬ 
drawn, she has placed the allied repre¬ 
sentatives in a moet uncomfortable 
position. Ismet Pasha is no less firm 
than Venlzelos and has formally asked 
Kir Horace Ruinbold what the attitude 
of Great Britain will be In case the war 
between Turkey and Greece Is renewed. 
Sir Horace, aided by the French, has 
been trying to find ground for com¬ 
promise, suggesting thut Turkey be 
given Karagatch, the west bank of the 
Marltza and the railway from Kara¬ 
gatch to Constantinople, In lieu of cash. 
The Turks did not reply definitely, but 
the Greeks asserted, Informally, that 
they would make no such offer. 

Meanwhile both sides are preparing 
for warfare. The Greek army In 
Thrace, which Henry J. Allen says 
numbers 200,000 men, Is lined up along 
the Marltza and the threat Is that It 
will march against Constantinople. A 
considerable Greek fleet Is cruising 
about the entrnnee to the Dardanelles, 
and the Turkish government has lodged 
with the British a protest against Its 
presence there. The Turks assert that 
If Greece wants war they are ready, 
and that their troops In Anatolia can 
reach Constantinople In two days, 
while It would take the Greek army at 
least fifteen days even without oppo¬ 
sition. One Turkish general Is quoted 
us saying: "The Turks feel certain 
that Greece will not start a fight with¬ 
out allied support. For this reason 
Turkish officials are threatening Mosul 
and Syria, and those provoking or en¬ 
couraging the Greeks to uttack Con¬ 
stantinople should take this Into con¬ 
sideration.” 

The Turks. It Is said, either have de¬ 
stroyed or are ready to destroy all the 
bridges over the Marltza. It Is known 
that they have mined the bridge that 
connects Karagatch with Adrlanople. 

Bulgaria Is watching developments 
In Thrace with a keen eye. She has 
concentrated a large force on the bor¬ 
der nnd if hostilities break out Is ex¬ 
pected to make a dash southward In 
the hope of obtnlnlng the outlet to the 
sea which she has been claiming. 


A S WAS preacted a week ago, the 
danger of « rupture of relations 
between Great Britain and Russia Is 
fading away. Leonid Krassln presented 
to Lord Curzon last Wednesday a note 
In which the Soviet government yields 
to neurly all the British demands and 
says it thus yields, not because It 
thinks It wus In the wrong, hot be¬ 
cause a break between the two coun¬ 
tries would endanger the general peace 
by creutlng a basis for “the aggressive 
alms of the militarist elements In most 
countries, even Independently of the 
will of the British government.” Prime 
Minister Baldwin, It muy be said, does 
not regard the soviets so unfavorably 
us does Lord Curzou. 


F ormer justice day found the 

work of umpire of the American- 
German mixed claims commission was 
too strenuous nnd resigned last week. 
Judge E. B. Parker, member of the com¬ 
mission, was named to succeed him. 
The American war claims against Ger¬ 
many filed with the commission total 
almost one and a half billion dollars. 
The United States government Is the 
largest claimant, asking $3311,113.000. 
and the smallest claim Is for $1 which 
a former prisoner of war asks for loss 
of property. The claims by individ¬ 
uals, growing out of the sinking of the 
Lusitania, total $22,806,000 and were 
the first taken up by the commission.

P OSSIBLY directed by Russian 
ugents, the communists in the 
Ruhr decided lust week that the time 
for direct action hud come. In Gelsen¬ 
kirchen, after bloody fights with the 
police, they seized the police headquar¬ 
ters and hoisted the red flag, und In 
Dortmund there was another desperate 
conflict. A general strike, nominally 
against the cost of food. Is In effect In 
the Ruhr and Is spreading rapidly. In 
some towns commissions of control 
forced the deulers to reduce prices. 
Communist leaders say men of all 
parties huve Joined In the strike. It 
was usserted by the German press 
that these disturbances were fostered 
by the French. To this the French 
retorted that their officials at Mussel- 
dorf had knowledge that Moscow hud 
sent more than 20,900.000 Swiss francs 
to the Ruhr to further the scheme to 
create a Soviet republic, and that the 
Russians had also sent two shiploads 
of wheat for the use of the communists. 
The mobs were organized In units of 
100 and were capably commanded. The 
French troops refused to Interfere In 
the fights. 


^ country met In Hamburg und 
formed a new organization known us 
the Socialists’ Internationale of the 
World, the Vienna Internationale and 
the Second Internationale uniting. 
Only the more radical representatives 
from Rusrlu and the Baltic states dis¬ 
sented, and they were left out. Social¬ 
ism Is thus given a more united front 
than It has had since the Copenhagen 
convention of 1910, In the opinion of 
the delegates. America wus repre¬ 
sented by Victor Berger, Morris Hlll- 
qult und Judge Rankin Morris Berman. 

The Socialist Party of America, 
meeting In New York, rejected over¬ 
tures from the Farmer-Labor party and 
the Workers’ Party of America to Join 
In a natlon-wude labor party move¬ 
ment, but decided to continue Its par¬ 
ticipation in the work for progressive 
political action “for the purpose of 
forming Independent political labor 
parties” In the different states, without 
"the loss of Integrity or the political 
standing of the Socialist party.” 

In both Ilumburg and New York the 
Socialists directed attacks on the Ital¬ 
ian Fusclstl. That organization en¬ 
countered Its first serious trouble last 
week when great numbers of Its mem¬ 
bers In the Naples district tendered 
their resignations en masse. These 
men quit because the Fascist! had 
Joined forces with the Nationalists, to 
whom they always huve been bitterly 
opposed.

They’ve Changed All That in Nebraska 


O MAHA.—Nebraska’s new mar¬ 
riage law may result In a 
large proportion of marriages 
\ being performed in other 
states, where the marriage laws are not 
so stringent. It Is proptiesled thut 
more than 50 per cent of the marriages 
of Omaha people will take place across 
the river In Council Bluffs. Inciden¬ 
tally, the new law will operate to put 
an absolute stop to elopements from 
Council Bluffs and western Iowa Into 
Omaha. It will stop Sioux City 
couples from Jumping across the Mis¬ 
souri river bridge Into Nehruska and 
getting married. 

Kansas City and St. Joe swains 
and their girls, one lap ahead of papa 
In hls flivver, can no longer cross the 
line Into Nebraska and. after Inter¬ 
viewing the nearest county clerk und 
a magistrate, buve the laugh on the 
Irate parents. 

Secret marriages are absolutely 
banned. School children can no longer 
get married and keep the ceremony 
secret until, by chance, papa and 
mamma find It out. 

Likewise, the fate of "common law" 
marriages Is sealed. They will no 
longer be recognized when the new 
law goes Into effect. 

The provision of the law which will 


kill Nebraska as a Gretna Green for 
Iowa, Kansas, northwestern Missouri, 
and other adjoining states, is one that 
requires ten days’ notice before a 
marriage license Is Issued. 

In the past It has been very easy to 
get married in Nebraska. The license 
clerks have been supposed to be blind, 
deuf, and without ordinary common 
sense, so that any one applying got 
a license to wed. 

And when a bobbed-hair freshman 
In high school and her sophomore 
friend apply for a license, the county 
Judge is ordered to take their applica¬ 
tion, post It on the bulletin board for 
ten days, and send a registered letter 
to the parents of each. 

And when a young fellow from Bos¬ 
ton comes out to Omaha to inurry hls 
best girl, he must arrive ten days In 
advance to get hls license. Or, If he 
comes too late, he can go before the 
county Judge, with a host of hackers, 
and by putting up a gilt-edged “talk” 
possibly secure bis license by favor 
of the court. 

Imbeciles or feeble-minded, or those 
afflicted with hereditary epilepsy or 
hereditary Insanity are not permitted 
to tnarry in the state until after sub¬ 
mitting to an operation for steriliza¬ 
tion, according to the new law.

Woman Wants Tenants With Children 


L YNN, MASS.—"I want ray ten¬ 
ants to have children. The 
children should have a chance 
to live and a place to play, and 
l want to do my sahre to help them. 
I once was a child." 

So declared Mra. Vincent E. Gregg, 
"head worker,” as she terms herself, 
of the Neighborhood Houes at 63 West 
Neptune street, Lynn, Mass. She has 
already bought five houses and Is nego¬ 
tiating to purchase two more, but only 
those families with a flock qf young¬ 
sters will have an opportunity to live 
in them. 

Mrs. Gregg advertised that families 
with fewer than six children need not 
apply. She received more than 100 
applications, and today there are 23 
children living in three of the cottages. 

In addition to purchasing the prop- 
erty, Mrs. Gregg renovated the 
houses, installing new plumbing and 
lighting fixtures at an expense of more 
than *3.000. In discussing her uhllan- 
thropy, Mrs. Gregg said that sh* also 
had offered to the city of Lynn a lot 
of land in Neptune street for a play¬ 
ground, to be used only, however, by 
children from two to three years old. 


The city council, however, turned 
down the offer because there was no 
stipulation as to what provision would 
be made in providing the tax money 
for the land. 

"Yes, I received many letters, and 
some of them were pathetic," she said. 
"I think It is terrible, simply terrible, 
how the landlords act. and frankly I 
cannot see anything especially unusual 
In what I have done. It Is only nat¬ 
ural ; the landlords are unusual and 
inhuman.” 

Mrs. Gregg, In 1907, founded the 
Neighborhood House. The children 
come to the house to learn sewing 
dressmaking and useful occupations 
which are both entertaining and in¬ 
structive. Twice each year the re¬ 
sults of their handiwork are placed on 
exhibition, and men and yomen inter¬ 
ested in the youngsters give prizes for 
the best workmanship. The proceeds 
from sales of the articles aid In sup¬ 
porting the house. Last vear there 
were nearly 1,400 different children 
representing 34 nationalities, who en¬ 
joyed themselves at the neighborhood

Postofflce receipts in San Francisco 
for the first five months of 1923 are 
$330,057.28 greater than the corre¬ 
sponding period of 1922 and 1922 
smashed all previous records, ac¬ 
cording to figures announced by the 
information bureau of the San*Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce. 

The increases reflect the enormous 
growth in business contributing to 
tiie revenues of Uncle Sam through 
postage and supplies items forming 
postofflce receipts. 

During the month of May the post- 
office receipts totaled $581,914. In 
May a year ago the revenues amount¬ 
ed to $520,389.19, the month just 
ended showing a gain of $61,625.55.

i THE LEGEND OF FRAY 
j JUAN DE LA CRUZ 

N OW it so happened that years 
ago, before any of us were born, 
and when our f ,ers’ fathers’ fathers 
were only boys, to re came out of the 
Southland many white men, and all 
the white men were In search of the 
sparkling gold which lay In the moun¬ 
tains where it was hid from all eyes. 
And these white men were cruel to the 
tribesmen and murdered them and 
made them slaves, und the tribe was 
greatly frightened. 

But one duy there came another 
white man and his name was Juan 
De La Cruz, and he called himself 
"Padre,” and he was a great medicine 
roan, who worshiped strange gods and 
who taught many of the tribesmen to 
worship his gods also. He lived with 
the tribe many moons and went among 
them ln his strange garments and 
talked to them and taught them many 
things.

dlaiis saw him walk unharmed. And 
so they followed him and the whole \ 
party entered the canyon and spent 
many days. 

One day Juan De La Cruz found 
there mueh gold and he was very glad. 
And the Indians told him it was the i 
gold of the gods und warned him not 
to touch it, hut he lnughed and said 
it wus "The Lost Mines,” and with 
their help he collected great tings of 
the gold, which be loaded on Ills bur¬ 
ros to take with him. That night 
there was a great feast und Juan De 
La Cruz wus very happy, and at 
the spot of the mine he erected two 
I large sticks ln the form of a cross, j 
and before them he brewed great med¬ 
icine. 

In the morning, before tlie Journey 
was begun, lie went to the top of the 
greut hill und walked in the sun¬ 
light und suld strange words to his 
gods. 

But ns lie was wulking the Indians 
saw him stumble und fall and he 
plunged down tlie niountnin side out of 
sight. And when they reached him lie 
was dead and his body was broken 
and bruised. And the people were | 
very much afraid. 

Then tlie chiefs held council and 
when they were through they called 
on the medicine men of the tribe und 
the medicine men told them It wus 
bud. They said the gods of the Great 
White mountain were stronger than 
tlie white man's god, und bad caused 
him to lie hurled mer the cliff because 
lie touched their gold. 

They urged tlie people to return 
whence they came ami so they went 
back to tlieir homelands. But they 
' left behind them all the gold which 
the padre had collected, and they 
would not touch It, for It belonged to 
the ruin gods, who dwelt on the Great 
White mountain, and If they touched It 
they would die. 

When they returned to their home 
they told other white men of the 
strange gods which dwelt ln the moun¬ 
tain, but tlie white men only laughed, 
and many there were who went forth 
to search for the gold, but there were 
none who found It, and there It is to 
this day, hidden In the canyon In th 
shadow of the Great White mountain 

Iceland Popples. 

Tlie wonder of tourists at Lake 
Louise. Alberta, and ut Banff the last 
year has been the marvelous display 
of Iceland popples. These poppies, 
plunted by Princess Louise at Lake 
Louise atiout ten yeurs ago. now cover 
acres at Lake Louise and large areas 
at Banff. Perennials, they live all 
winter and blossom continually from 
early ln May until October. The 
faster one plucks them, to quote an 
old Irish song, the faster they grow. 
At Banff they are the first green 
things to show above the soil, and the 
gardener at the Bifliff Springs hotel 
has often found a dozen wild deer 
feeding upon the early shoots. The 
deer eat the first growth, but the sec¬ 
ant! growth Is too hitter for them. 
Besides, by that time other green 
sprouts have appeared, ami the 
orange, yellow and white popples are 
left unmolested, to bloom all through 
the summer and well Into the fall.
